lic case of the cartridge, inflicts the 
wound, which is often so slight that a 
physician is not called m, even it the 
boy does not, Spartan-like, conceal hia 
wounds from his parents until he is 
past relief. Many ph>Mcians say that 
it is not any special pungency or acrid- 
ness in the fulminating powder which 
causes lock-jaw, but that a lacerated or

NEW IKOK FOUNDRY. 


Recently Mr. John M. Flood, for many 


years foreman of the Union Iron Works, 
built a large frame iron foundry on an 
acre of land east of the C., B. & Q. works, 
a few hundred feet and directly north of 
the coal shaft. The building is two sto- 
ries high, GO feet wide and 100 feet long. 
It is furnished complete with all the ap- 
pliances necessary to carry on the busi- 
ness. It has l>een in operation for four 
weeks, giving employment to from 12 to 
20 men. The enterprise is destined to 
grow steadily in importance and it is eveu 
now a factor of considerable consequence 
to Decatur's many manufacturing indus- 
tries. The foreman of this new foundry 
is Mr. ,T. F. Flood, who was lately in bus- 
iness at Pana. He is also a practical 
foundry man, and the combined expe- 
rience of J. F. and his father, together 
with that of the artisans in their employ, 
will give the Flood foundry n good name 
not only at home but in cities at a dis- 
tance. Mr. Flood is at present employed 
in making all sorts of castings for Tait 
Bros., manufacturers of check rowers, for 
the Novelty Works, for Chambers, Bering 
& Quinlan and others. There is plenty 
of vacant space north and east of the 
foundry, so that if it becomes necessary 
to erect more buildings as the business 
increases, there will be no lack of ground. 


THE COAL SHAFT. 


Tlie memlicrs of the Dceatur coal com- 


pany contemplate putting up several new 
buildings east of the shaft early next 
spring. In these buijdings there will be 
manufactured coal cars such as arc used 
in mines. They will be made to supply 
the Decatur, Lincoln, Urbnna and snc.h 
other mines as may desire them. The 
company will also engage in the manu- 
facture of tile and fire brick. These new 
industries when established will afford 
employment for a large number of men 
and boys.

Sin?e his arrest he has been 
averse to conversing freely with newspa- 
per reporters, although it is evident that 
he ia hopeful of a flnal acquittal.
